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C lifts I ■ ■ •G illian's F i r s t A p p e a r a n c e n a 
M eg ^ te rr in e s . 
It happened while she was Ullin}' the part 
of walking lady at the old Park street theater, 
New York, in tho season of 1837-8, and was 
the result of pure accident. 
John Brabam, 
the great London tenor, was performing nu 
engagem ent at the time, and a series of light 
English operas had been put upon Cie boards. 
“ Guy Manuel lug,” which wa# originally pro­ 
duced as a musical drama, was one of these. 
Tho greater part of the play was spoken, but 
melodies and set pieces were interspersed 
wlilch called into requisition tile art of the vo­ 
calist. 
The character of Henry Bertram was 
assumed by Bralmtn, white Miss Cushman was 
cast for tho bumble part of the young Gypsy, 
Marie. 
As the business of the play was then 
arranged, it fell to the lot of Marie to sing the 
cradle song in tho scene where Meg recalls 
herself to the recollection of Bertram by 
means of the ballad witli which site used to 
soothe him to sloop in his childhood. 
Acting 
upon the supposition that her voice was brok­ 
en by age aud unequal to the task, it was her 
custom to summon the young Gypsy to revive 
tho song for her. 
One day, after rehearsal, the leading lady 
of the theater was suddenly seized with in­ 
disposition. 
In tho dilemma that arose the 
manager begged Miss Cushman to go on and 
read the part of Meg Merrilies, that evening. 
Miss Cushman obligingly conjoined, but with 
no intention of reading the part. 
She took 
the lines to her room and had them at her 
tongue’s end by nightfall. 
But to use her 
own words as we remember them :— 
“ I had never paid any consideration to 
that character,” said Miss Cushman. 
“ It 
was always my habit to attend studiously to 
my own business and give no heed to the per­ 
formances of the others. 
When stars were 
on the stage I watched them closely to learn 
whatever was possible. 
At other times I con­ 
fined myself to my Individual work. 
Thus it 
came about that I had little idea how Meg 
Merrilies was dressed or played, and, nover 
having rehearsed the part, was entirely ig­ 
norant of the business. 
While I was conning 
my lines and walking back and forth behind 
the scenes, waiting for the curtain to rise on 
the play, the manager came to me again in 
great distress. 
11 have forgotten to provide 
a singer for tho part of tbojyoung Gypsy,” he 
exclaimed. 
‘ What shall we do?’ 
‘ I don’t 
kuow, I am sure,’ replied I. 
But after think­ 
ing a moment, I added, 
• Perhaps, when I 
come to the place, I can manage to introduce 
the song myself. I will tr j,’ and thus relieved, 
the manager left roe. 
“ Iii much trepidation I listened at the 
wings, trying to catch some inspiration from 
the progress of Hie play, when I overheard 
the closing words in the dialogue between 
Ilutteraick and the Gypsy—Just preceding 
the appearance of Meg on the acone—when 
one says of her, ‘Oh, she dotes.’ To which 
the other replies: ‘ But she rules the tribe.’— 
These sentences gave mc a sudden clew to the 
situation of tho decrepit but still powerful 
queca. aud a full conception of tho character 
flashed upon me. 
“ I immediately sprang before tho foot­ 
lights in the attitude I nave ever since taken. 
Tho !>osc was so novel and striking, the au­ 
dience manifest oil a good deal of emotion,and 
when Brahaiu turned and discovered me ho 
gave on unaffected start of astonishment.— 
Tills assured me somewhat, and I went ou 
with the part, giving it In all important par­ 
ticulars the interpretation and action which I 
have always retained. 
I saw that Brabam 
w as puzzled throughout Hie evening, that I 
was continually surprising him, lint whether 
pleasantly or not I could not tell. 
As we had 
not rehearsed together, and I was consequent­ 
ly ignorant of Hie stage business, I bad to 
trust wholly to my intuitions, and naturally 
occasioned him considerable perplexity. 
“ Whoa I came to the cradle aong, which I 
m anaged to bring in successfully, Bertrum 
fairly glared at me in amazement. 
My nerves 
were sorely triad, but I poured out my whole 
heart in the song, aud as I gradually drew 
near and bent down over Bertram, slowly 
dropping my hand on bls head, I saw the big 
tears rolling down bis checks. 
Then I knew 
I had made a hit, and felt encouraged to go 
through the piece. 
“ After Hie play was over, and I had gone 
to my room, quivering with excitement, the 
eall-lK>y rapixwl al my door, saying, 
• Miss 
Cushman, Mr. Brabam wishes to speak with 
you.’ 
I rose in aflig ht, feeling sure he most 
mean to reprove me for my inadequate acting. 
As I weut to tho door, I framed In words the 
excuse that, as I had not enjoyed the advan­ 
tage of a rehearsal, it could not be expected 
that I should satisfy the demauds of the part. 
Bul Mr. Brabam met me with extended baud, 
saying, ’ Miss Cushman, I have come to thank 
you for a genuine gratification. 
If you had 
played Meg Merrilies in London as you have 
played it bere, to-night, your fortune would 
be m ade.’ " 
“ And were you not immediately promo­ 
ted ?” was our inquiry of Miss Cushman. 
“ Ob, no, certainly not. 
I had but done my 
duty in the place where I was put, and I con­ 
tinued two years longer as walking lady at 
the Park theater, with a salary of $20 a week, 
aud ouly two-thirds of that when the business 
was poor.”

I n g e n i o u s D e n t a l P ra c tic e . 
The Dental Cosmo describes the operation 
of inserting a porcelain tooth, without a plate 
or clasps, and where no rest remains, and 
where the remaining teeth are firm iu their 
sockets—this operation being for a patient 
who disliked the wearing of a plate, and d e­ 
sired something diflercnt. 
After forming ap­ 
propriate cavities in the proximate surfaces of 
the teeth next the space left from Hic loss of 
the natural tooth, au impression was taken, 
and a plain porcelain tooth selected, til­ 
ted to the parts and backed with gold, 
a 
portion 
of 
the 
backing 
extending 
from each side about one 
and 
a 
half 
lines, for insertion into the cavities prepared 
for them in the adjoining teeth. A;small gold 
plato was then formed to tit upon the gum, 
covering as much of it as would embrace the 
neck of the natural tooth were It in position. 
The backing, when riveted to tho procelain, 
was then adapted to the position in which ii 
was lo be placed; aud while the whole rested 
on the small plate upou the gum, the backing 
and plate were so secured by a cement that 
they could be removed Intact, [after the 
usual preparation, soldered. 
The surface of 
the extended sides of the 
backing was 
roughened, so that the gold would belter 
secure them well filled into every part. 
This 


being done, a tuin piece of rubber coiler dam 
was placed on Hie adjoining teeth and over 
the gum, upon which the porcelain, with tho 
gold attachm ent, was to rest. 
The rubier 
occupies but little space, and w hen ligated to 
the teeth adjoining, so presses up the gam 
that Its thickness is more than compensated 
for. 
The porcelain, with its attachm ents, was 
Ilion placed iii position and secured firmly by 
tlie aolid iinimctatlon of small pieces of light, 
cohesive gold foil around that portion of the 
plato extending into tho cavities.

It happened while she was filling the part 
of walking lady at the old Park street theater, 
New York, in the season of 1837-8, and was 
the result of pure accident. John Brabam, 
the great London tenor, was performing an 
engagement at the time, and a series of light 
English operas had been put upon the boards. 
“ Guy Mannoiiug,” which was originally pro­ 
duced as a musical drama, was one of these. 
The greater part of the play was spoken, but 
melodies and set pieces were interspersed 
which called into requisition) the art oí the vo­ 
calist. The character or Henry Bertram was 
assumed by Brabam, while Miss Cushman was 
cast for the bumble part of the young Gypsy, 
Marie. As the business of the play was then 
arranged, it fell to the lot of Mario to sing the 
cradle song in the scene where Meg recalls 
herself to the recollection of Bertram by 
means of the ballad with which site used to 
soothe him to sleep in his childhood. Acting 
upon the supposition that her voice was brok­ 
en by age and uucqual to the task, it was her 
custom to summon the young Gypsy to revive 
the song for her. 
One day, after rehearsal, the leading lady 
of the thealer was suddenly seized with in­ 
disposition. In the dilemma that arose the 
manager begged Miss Cusbman to go on and 
read the part of Meg Merrilies, that evening. 
Miss Cushman obligingly consented, but with 
no intention of reading the part. She look 
the lines to her room and had them at her 
tongue’s end by nightfall. But to use her 
own words as we remember them:— 
“ Iliad never paid any consideration to 
that character,” said Miss Cushman. “ It 
was always my habit to attend studiously to 
my own business and give no heed to the per­ 
formances of the others. When stars were 
on the stage I watched them closely to learn 
whatever was possible. At other times I con­ 
fined myself to my individual work. Thu3 it 
Came about that I had little idea how Meg 
Merrilies was dressed or played, and, never 
having rehearsed the part, was entirely ig­ 
norant of the business. While I was conning 
my lines and walking back and forth behind 
the scenes, waiting for the curtain to rise on 
the play, the manager came to me again in 
great distress. 11 have forgotten to provide 
a singer for the part of thejyoung Gypsy,” he 
exclaimed. ‘What shall we do?’ ‘I don’t 
know, 1 am sure,’ replied I. But after think­ 
ing a moment, I added, • Perhaps, when I 
come to the place, I can manage to introduce 
the song myself. I will try,’ and thus relieved, 
the manager left me. 
“ In much trepidation I listened at the 
wings, trying to catch some inspiration from 
the progress of the play, when I overheard 
the closing words in the dialogue between 
natteraick and the Gypsy—ju3t preceding 
the appearance of Meg on the scene—when 
one says of her, ‘Oh, she dotes.’ To which 
the other replies: ‘But she rules the tribe.’— 
These sentonccs gave me a sudden clew to the 
situation of the decrepit but still powerful 
queea. and a full conception of the character 
flashed upon me. 
“ I immediately sprang before the foot­ 
lights in the attitude I have ever since taken. 
The pose waa so novel and striking, the au­ 
dience manifested a good deal of emotion,and 
when Brabam turned and discovered me he 
gave an unaffected start of astonishment.— 
This assured me somewhat, and I went on 
with the part, giving it in all important par­ 
ticulars the interpretation and action which I 
have always retained. I saw that Brabam 
was puzzled throughout the evening, that I 
was contiuually surprising him, but whether 
pleasantly or not I could not tell. A3 we had 
not rehearsed together, and I was consequent­ 
ly ignorant of the stage business, I bad to 
trust wholly to my intuitions, and naturally 
occasioned him considerable perplexity. 
When I came to the cradle song, which I 
managed to bring in successfully, Bertram 
fairly glared at me in amazement. My nerves 
wero sorely tried, but I poured out my whole 
heart in the song, and as I gradually drew 
near and bent down over Bertram, slowly 
dropping my hand on his head, I saw the big 
tears rolling down bis cheeks. Then I knew 
bad made a hit, and felt encouraged to go 
through the piece. 
After the play was over, and I had gone 
to my room, quivering with excitement, the 
call-boy rapped at my door, saying, 4 Miss 
Cushman, Mr. Brabam wishes to speak with 
you.’ I rose iu aflrigbt, feeling sure he must 
mean to reprove me for my inadequate acting. 
As I went to tho door, I framed in words the 
excuse that, as I had not enjoyed the' advan­ 
tage of a rehearsal, it could not bo expected 
that I should satisfy the demauds of the part. 
But Mr. Brabam met me with extended hand, 
saying, ‘ Miss Cushman, I have come to thank 
you for a genuine gratification. If you had 
played Meg Merrilies in London as you have 
played it here, to-night, your fortune would 
be made.’ ” 
1 And were you not immediately promo­ 
ted?” was our inquiry of Miss Cushmau. 
1 Oh, uo, certainly not. I had but done my 
duty in the place where I was put, and I con­ 
tinued two years longer as walking lady at 
the Park theater, with a salary of $20 a week, 
and only two-thirds of that when the business 
was poor.” 
—The Springfield (Mass.) Republican says: 
“One may be pardoned for sneezing under 
any circumstances, in view of the oxperience 
of a woman from this city] in Westfield, re­ 
cently. BeiDg iu company, and attempting 
to suppress a sneeze, she felt a queer sensa 
tion in the left side of her ’face, which sobn 
began swelling and drawing out ofjshape. A 
physician was called, but by the time he ar­ 
rived her mouth and the left side of her face 
had become drawn up, disfiguring her so that 
her most intimate friends 'could scarcely re­ 
cognize her features, while she found it im­ 
possible to clo3e her left eye.

being done, a tnin piece of rubber coffer dam 
was placed on tho adjoining teeth and over 
the gum, upon which the porcelain, with tho 
gold attachment, was to rest. The rubber 
occupies but little space, and when ligated to 
the teeth adjoining, so presses up the gum 
that its thickness is moru than compensated 
for. The porcelain, with its attachments, was 
then placed in position and secured firmly by 
the solid impnctation of small pieces of light, 
cohesive gold foil around that portion of the 
plate extending into the cavities. 


Ingenious D ental Practice. 
The Dental Cosmo describes the operatiou 
of inserting a porcelain tooth, without a plate 
or clasps, and where no re3t remains, and 
where tho remaining teeth are firm iu their 
sockets—this operation being for a patient 
who disliked the wearing of a plate, and de­ 
sired something different. After forming ap­ 
propriate cavities in the proximate surfaces of 
ihe teeth next the space left from the loss of 
the natural tooth, an impression was taken, 
and a plain porcelain tooth selected, fit 
ted to the parts and backed with gold, 
a portion of the backing extendin 
from each side about one and a half 
lines, for insertion into the cavities prepared 
for them in the adjoining teeth. A’small gold 
plate was then formed to tit upon the gum, 
covering as much of it as would embrace the 
nock oLthe natural tooth were it in position. 
The backing, when riveted to tho procelain, 
waa then adapted to the position in which it 
was to be placed; and while the whole rested 
on the small plate upon the gum, the backing 
and plate were so secured by a cement that 
they could be removed intact, ¡after the 
usual preparation, soldered. The surface of 
the extended sides of the backing was 
roughened, so that the gold would better 
secure them well filled into every part. This

The annual supply bill has been reported 
in the Assembly and contains the following 
among the other principal appropriations: 
Poughkeepsie Insano Asylum, 8140,000, to 
complete and furnish the wing now com­ 
menced, so as to receive patients; Middletown 
Homoeopathic Insane Asylum, 8117,000, to 
complete the building for the reception of 
patients. These appropriations will doubtless 
arouse some opposition, but on the general 
principle that it is best to' complete a public 
work once begun, if for no other reason, they 
ought to be passed. 
Wagner’s Lohengrin had an enthusiastic 
reception in New York.

Tlic Inflation Vote. 
If the House vote fixing the volume of the 
currency at $400,000,000 means anything it 
means that the country is to be cut loose from 
all immediate hope of possessing a standard 
for any kind of value. Two or three years 
from now we shall probably have arrived at a 
point where we shall bo able to decide just 
howr disastrous to the prosperity of the nation 
tire action of the House ou Monday was. It 
is entirely useless to show how stupid, or 
rather how besotted and mad our representa­ 
tives seem to have been. The question of un 
limited paper money as against an amount 
easily controllable, resting closely upon a gold 
basis, lia3 been discussed and illustrated to a 
degree which, if it has left anybody uncon 
vinced, has left no argument by which to con 
vincc him. It is too late to talk; the day "for 
that has passed, and the beginning of. the 
end has come. There’s hardly a doubt that the 
Senate will concur, and thus consummate the 
inflation insanity against which tiie sober 
clear-headed business men of the country 
have been protesting for months. There are 
only two courses, one of which must inevita 
bly be followed by Congress after its recent 
action: The first is to repeal the bill and undo 
as far as possible its certain ellects; the sec­ 
ond is to keep on until the notes of the United 
States have become the laughing stock of the 
civilized world. To hope for repeal is tiie 
hope deferred tfhich maketh the heart sick 
IIow difficult it is to take the back track at 
any time is not a new thought to any one who 
lias tried to reverse the habits which years 
have strengthened and established in his per­ 
sonal character; and what is easy compara 
lively for a single individual is hard for 
whole people. The fact is, the success of the 
inflation scheme is one of the many wretched 
results of the demoralization which has gone 
on in this country, especially for the last 
fifteen years. The mania for money has 
driven economy and contentment in simple 
tbiug3 out of the heads of the people. Every 
man who is sufficiently intelligenUo have an 
ambition wants to be rich and to get rich sud 
denly. The war turned all our old ideas aud 
estimates of aflairs upside down. 
Wo lived 
in a whirl of abnormal excitement; the print 
ing presses shed floods of crisp greenbacks at 
our feet. With a life-aud-death struggle with 
the South upon our hands whose cost was 
millions per day, we never paid private debts 
so easily. Speculation stalked through the land 
in the guise of an alluring angel with hi 
lap full of fat things, houses and lands, gold 
and stocks were the painted playthiugs of 
fevered hour; honor and delicate points of 
feeling were swamped in the rushing sea of 
unrebuked selfishness aud covetousness, and 
we rode on the highest tide of factitious pros 
perity. With the cessation of hostilities the 
financial ideas born of them did not die. To 
go back from a printed dollar to a gold one 
was too sudden'and profound a fall, and our 
refusal to look steadily towards specie pay­ 
ment has brought ús to a point where our le; 
islatora invite us to step into a paper balloon 
and float of! upon a desperate voyage throu

SEN A TE. 
Washington, March 24. 
Mr. SHERMAN said the bill reported yes 
terday and now taken up was not a satisfac­ 
tory one, as it was the nature of a compro­ 
mise, and while it had the strength of a com­ 
promise it alsoliad the weakness oí sucha 
measure. There was a necessity for those on 
eacii side to yield their views to some extent 
to others and unless they should so yield no 
bill could be passed. There must bo some 
middle ground agreed upon to mako the bill 
satisfactory to all. It only remained for tiie 
Senate now to say if this was a fair compro­ 
mise, whether it would improve our currency 
and give the relief demanded. He then liad 
the bill read by sections and explained the 
provisions of each. 
Pending the discussion the Senate went in 
to executive session and at 5:15 p. m. the 
loors were re-opened and the Senate adjourn 
ed. 
HOUSE. 
After three hours’ discussion of the Geor 
ia contested election case the minority reso­ 
lution that Rawls, the sitting member, was 
entitle^ to the seat, was rejected, yeas 7 
nays 133, and the majority resolutions, de­ 
claring Sloan, the contestant, entitled to the 
seat, were adopted—yeas 135, nays 74. 
It 
was a purely party vote, except Banning of 
Ohio, Fort of Illinois and Shoemaker of Penn 
sylvania voted with the Democrats. 
Andrew Sloan then came forward and took 
the modified, not the iron-clad oath. 
Mr. McCRARY of Iowa, after an unsuccess 
ful effort to have some arrangement made for 
taking a vote on the bill to regúlale inter-state 
railroad commerce, gave notice that he would 
give the previous question on the passage of 
the bill at 4 o’clock to-morrow. 
Mr. DAWES offered a resolution giving tlio 
Committee on Ways and Means authority to 
send for persons and papers and administer 
oaths in all cases pending for examination 
before it from time to time. Adopted.

“ 1 am requested by the Workingmen’s Com 
mittee of New York to present a memorial to 
the Ilouso in favor of the eight-hour law and 
for the removal of the Supervising Architect 
of the Treasury. This memorial is signed by 
20,000'persons, representing the Typography 
cal Union and various trades and laboring so 
cieties in New York city. In presenting it 
desire to express my entire and full approval 
of the objects of the memorialists. I request 
that the memorial be read at the Clerk’s desk 
and printed in the Congressional Record 
Mr. MAYNARD of Tennessee—“ I object to 
that. Let the memorial come in under the 
rule.” 
Mr. ROBERTS—“ The gentleman from Ten 
nessee would .not object if it were a memorial 
from the bankers and brokers of New York 
but because it comes from the workingmen he 
objects.” 
Mr. MAYNARD—“The gentleman fromNew 
York measures other people’s corn by hisow 
half-bushels.” 
Mr. ROBERTS—“ I measure that gentleman 
by his acts.” 
Mr. MAYNARD—“ I have a right to objectto 
having the memorial read in the House and 
printed in the Record and I insist upon my oh 
jection.” 
The memorial was received aud ordered 
1)0 printed, but not in the Record, and was 
referred to the Committee on Civil Re 
form. 
The House then proceeded to tho discussion 
of the bill to regulate inter-state railroad com 
merco and Willard of Vermont made a con 
stitutional and legal argument against the 
bill. 
At the close of Willard’s spéech, which 
lasted an hour and a half, the House ul 
took a recess till half-past seven, the evenin 
session to be devoted to the same subject

A STEAMIER EXPLODES NEAH IIEE- 
ENA. 
Eist of the Killed and Wounded. 
Memphis, March 24.—A special dispatch to 
the Appeal from Helena, Ark., to-day says: 
Tho towboat Crescent City, from New Orleans 
for . St. Louis, having in tow five freight 
barges, ono fuel barge and a trading boat 
laden with thirteen tons of sugar, blew up at 
8:30 a. m. to-day at the foot of Montezuma 
Island, leu miles below here. The boat was 
blown into atoms and sank in three minutes. 
The barges were all consumed. The follow­ 
ing is a list of the lost: James Dawsou, cap­ 
tain; Ilenry Gessler, mate; John Ostrander, 
pilot, and wife; Wm. Muudy, pilot; Dan Me­ 
tió, watchman; cabin boy, name unknown, 
and three colored firemen. 
The wounded are as follows: George Van 
Houton, pilot, leg dislocated; Patrick Bacon, 
second engineer, bruised; Wm. Dunn, second 
cook, scalded; Peter Hall, proprietor of the 
trading boat, badly bruised. Hall’s family 
were all saved and are ou board the steamer 
Phil Allon, bound.for Memphis, as are also all 
the wounded, who are under the treatment of 
physicians from Friar’s Point. The remainder 
of the crow are with them, rendering all the 
assistance they can. The Phil Allen arrived 
at the scene a few moments after the explosion 
and rcudered every assistance in its power. 
Tho Crescent City was owned by the Missis­ 
sippi Valley Transportation Company and was 
valued at $70,000.

Washington, March 24.—Sanborn wa3 pres­ 
ent at the meeting of the Ways aud Means 
Committee to-day and asked that he might be 
heard through counsel, ex-Representativo 
Woodbridge of Vermont. The committee de­ 
nied the request, but said Mr. Woodbridge 
might remain in the room to give Sanborn 
advice if ho so desired.

EARGE FIRES. 
N annfaetnrini Works Burned. 
Hartford, March 24.—The works of the 
Plants Manufacturing Company, Plantsville, 
Southington, were burned tb¡3 morning. One 
of the buildings was occupied as the depot of 
tbe New Haven &, Northampton Railroad. 
Nothing was saved from tbe depot except the 
books of the company. Total loss about $75,- 
000. Insurance $50,000, mostly in Western 
companies. 
DESTRUCTIVE FIRE CAUSED BY LOCOMOTIVE 
SPARKS. 
New York, March 24.—Sparks from a lo­ 
comotive on the South Side Railroad, Long 
Island, yesterday fired the underbrush uear 
Breslau, and spread over seven mile3 of terri­ 
tory within three hours, burning a great quan­ 
tity of standing timber, wood, feuces, hay, 
&c. Ono farmer lost seventeen cows. The 
loss was about $150,000. 
CONFLAGRATION IN A SHIPYARD. 
P hiladelphia, March 24.—Tho machine 
shop of Cramp’s ship yard in Kensington, 
400 feet long and 150 wide, and costing 850,- 
000, was burned thi3morning. Nearly $100,- 
000 worth of machinery in the building was 
destroyed. The steamship Pennsylvania, of 
the American Line, undergoing repairs, was 
aground and narrowly escaped destruction. 
The donkey engine on board was got to work, 
and with the aid of the firemen she was 
saved. 
Two new steam colliers at tho wharf, be­ 
longing to the Reading Railroad Company, 
were' hauled out into the stream for safety. A 
portion of the machine shop walls¡fell on the 
joiner’s shop, crushing a part of it. Insurance 
8130,000, of which $7,500 is in the Home, of 
New York; $5,000 each iu the Commerce, of 
New York, German American, of New York, 
and 82,500 each in Westchester, Star, Com­ 
mercial, Rochester and German, of New 
York. 
P hiladelphia, March 24.—By the fire iu 
Cramp's shipyard 240 men are turned out of 
employment in the machine and joiner’s shops. 
Besides the steamship Pennsylvania repairing 
there were at the wharf the iron-clad Nan­ 
tucket repairing; tho Reading Railroad collier 
Reading, nearly ready; the collier Harrisburg, 
jnst launched, and the colliers Allentown, 
Pottsvillo and Williamsport on the stocks. 
Had they been wooden vessels .their destruc­ 
tion would have been certain.

at the residence of one of the ladies, hut soon 
increased so it had to be held at School No.

in that branch of woman’s work that will 
make them, when they grow older, to lie 
women of industrious habits, and be a help 
instead of a harden to society. 
There are 
several societies for the help of the poor in 
this city, such as the Discipline Society, and 
the Ladies' Aid or Dorcas Society; but though 
those societies do a great deal of good, yet 
they will never, perhaps, be of such substan­ 
tial benefit to the coming generation as tills 
sewing school. 
And these ladies who do 
their work, often a most thankless task, mod­ 
estly aud quietly, without parade, should ever 
be honored among us as true Christian womeu, 
May other women, those butterflys, or maybe 
gad-tlys of the community, read this article, 
and go aud do likewise. 
Let a school of this 
kind be formed in every school house in this 
city, and though the seed may not always fall 
upon good soil, or bring forth fruit an hun­ 
dred fold, it will yet bear that which will have 
a marked effect on th* future life of these 
girls, aud upon the coming woman as well.

The Cornell arrived at her wharf in this city 
this morning, (bringing a full passenger list 
and a very large freight. The James W. Bald­ 
win leaves New York to-day at the usual hour, 
4 o’clock, from the old pier foot of Harrison 
street. A prosperous season to both of them. 
W om an’s Work. 
One of tlie.most interesting features of wo­ 
man’s work uptown is a sewing school es- 
tablishcl by the Misses Forsyth, Mis3 Van 
Leuven, Mrs. Hardenbergh and one or two 
others. At this school the children of poor 
parents are taught to sew. The ladies first 
buy the cloth and cut it out with their own 
hands, then teach the little one how to make 
ihe garment. After it is finished the child is 
made a present of it, thus giving them an­ 
other incentive to work, besides that of learn­ 
ing the trade. This school was at first held 
at the residence of one of the ladies, but soon 
increased so it had to be held at School No. 
11 instead. 
Here on Saturday of each 
week these good women assemble their school, 
and labor faithfully to educate the little ones 
in that branch of woman’s work that will 
make them, when they grow older, to be 
women of industrious habits, and be a help 
instead of a burden to society. There are 
several societies for the help of the poor in 
this city, Bnch as the Discipline Society, and 
the Ladies’ Aid or Dorcas Society; but though 
these societies do a great deal of good, yet 
they will never, perhaps, be of such substan­ 
tial benefit to the coming generation as this 
sewing school. 
And these ladies who do 
their work, often a most thankless task, mod­ 
estly and quietly, without parade, should ever 
be honoroil among us as true Christian women, 
May other women, those butterflys, or maybe 
gad-llys of the community, read this article, 
and go and do likewise. Let a school of this 
kind be formed in every school house in this 
city, and though the seed may not always fall 
upon good soil, or bring forth fruit an hun­ 
dred fold, it will yet bear that which will have 
a marked eflect on the future life of Huso 
girls, and upon the coming woman as well.

Tito Lumber Season. 
The lumber season has opened and the lumber 
merchants have moved from their city offices 
where they have been hibernating to their 
offices in the lumber district. A new and 
busy tffe again springs up where for several 
months perfect quiet and stagnation have 
reigned. 
There is a large supply of lumber in the 
district, as the depressed condition of trade, 
due to the panic, interfered with sales to a 
large extent in the fall. The past winter has 
not been a particularly activo one in the 
manufacturing regions of Michigan and Cana­ 
da, and lumber is held at slit! prices. There 
will, of course, be a full supply, but from tlie 
present out-iook, buyers can hardly expect 
much concession from holders. As business 
revives and the labor question becomes more 
settled the demand will increase rapidly and 
it is probable that those dealers from New 
York and the east who make their purchases 
curliest will show the most wisdom. The 
wicked waste of lumber that has been going 
on for so many years in the pineries lias al­ 
ready raised the price of this indispensable 
material and will eventually cause it to become 
enormously dear. The pine forests are of lim­ 
ited extent, and as it takes several hundred 
years for a pine forest to grow, wc can look 
forward to the time when a wooden house 
will be a luxury.—Albany Times.

Opposition, on the Hudson. 
The New York Commercial Advertiser of 
Saturday, in au article on navigation on the 
Hudson River, says: Captain Huucox, the 
veteran commander and the oldest opposition 
steamboat .man on the '^Hudson, proposes to 
put on an opposition lino to Albany and Troy. 
We have had 110 very lively times among 
steamboat people on the Hudson for many 
years. From 1840 to 1840 opposition lines 
were ruu, carrying passengers from New York 
to Albany as, low as one, shilling fare. In­ 
deed, at one time the steamer Sandusky took 
passengers for nothing, and some timesprom- 
ised people a freejluncli if they would travel 
with them. Captain Ilancox aud his steamer 
Napoleon carried ou a very'exciting opposition 
against Daniel Drew and the late Isaac New­ 
ton, who were the founders of the People’s 
line. Mr. Drew in those days was known by 
steamboat 
men 
as 
“ Old 
Rawhide.” 
Captain Ilancox,and the Napoleon made

for the

people.” 
lie 
proposes 
to 
do 
the 
same thing this season. Tlie history of these 
contests on the Hudson River would make 
a ni03t interesting article,'as would the con­ 
test between Commodore Vanderbilt and Geo. 
Law, both on the Eu3t and Hudson Rivers. 
Captain Ilancox, it will be seen, starts out for 
Albany 011 the first of April, with the swift and 
commodious sfeamer, James B. Schuyler— 
The Schuyler was built at Jersey City by Mr. 
Allison Tor Captain Samuel Schuyler of Al­ 
bany, who superintended her construction, 
being 209 feet in length, 30 feet beam, and 
draws five feet of water when loaded with 
3,000 barrels, and her passenger cargo, which 
give3 accomodation, with state rooms and 
berths, for 250 passengers. Her speed is 
eighteen miles per hour, and with two boilers 
on each guard forward consumes but three- 
quarters of a ton of pea coal per hour. Cap­ 
tain Ilancox says that with this bout, aud a 
duplicate which ho intends to have ready by 
September, he can carry freight and passen­ 
gers at one-half the rates now charged, and 
show larger net profits than steamers now 
navigating the river. 


Sudden Death off a W ell-known Man. 
Mr. David W. Woolsey of Milton in this 
county, father of C. Meccli and George C. 
Woolsey, died very suddenly at his home on 
Sunday morning last, aud his funeral will take 
place to-day from the church at Latintown. 
Mr. Woolsey arose at I1Í3 usual hour on 
Sunday morning, dressed, and look his ac­ 
customed walk out of doors. After partak­ 
ing of breakfast, apparently 111 his ordinary 
good health and spirits, he seated himself iu 
a chair and was enjoying liis pipe and con­ 
versing with the family when the summons 
from the land “ beyond the smiling and the 
weeping” came,and ho died without a struggle, 
sitting in his chair and iu tlie midst of tlie 
family circle. The deceased had lived four 
years beyond tlio three score and ten usually 
alloted to man, and his life had been one of 
good, liongst work. He was probably as well 
known U3 any man in Ulster county, and 
every man who knew him was h¡3 friend. He 
had a largh circle of acquaintances in lhi3 city 
aud particularly among men much younger 
than himself, because of his sunny, genial 
temperament and courtly manners.
